Their 
ranks,  shattered  by  the  defeats  inflicted  by  the  Conservative*  In 
rural  strongholds  they  regarded  as  Invulnerable,  only  a  corporal  s 
guard  of  opposition  strength  will  face  the  Oovemment  when  the 
Leglalatlve  Assembly,  the  eighteenth  in  the  history  of  the  province, 
convenes  to  enact  the  legislation  for  a  greater  Ontario,  on  which 
Premier  Ferguson  based  his  appeal  to  the  people.

Montreal,  whaeb  I 
he  held  with  distinction  for  nine 
years,  to  the  administrative  head  of 
the  new  diocese  of  Reglna.  was  the 
step  which  brought  Moat  Rev. 
Oliver  Elaear  Mathieu  Into  promi- 
nence in  Western  Canada,  where 
since  1911  he  exercised  a  strong 
beneficent  influence  in  the  realm  of  I 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  On  I 
the  Prairies  he  exerted  a  powerful 
ureliectual  leadership,  the  results 
Dl  aMch  are  seen  In  the  remarkable 
growth  and  stability  of  his  expan- 
sive charge. 

Born  at  St.  Roch  de  Quebec,  near 
Quebec  City,  on  December  24.  1853, 
of  sturdy  French -Canadian  stock, 
whose  forefathers  had  settled   In  J 
Canada   centuries   ago,    his   early  J 
education    was    received    in    the  | 
Seminary  of  Quebec.  Later  he  en- 
tered the  Grand  Semlnaire,  where 
he  earned  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
theology  In  1878,  and  was  ordained 
to  the  priesthood  by  His  Lordship 
Mgr.  Taschereau,  who  later  became 
a  cardinal. 

In  the  month  of  June.  1899.  he 
was  appointed  to  the  position  of 
Superior  of  the  Seminary  and  rector 
of  Laval  University,  which  position 
he  occupied  for  three  terms,  or  nine 
years,  and  throughout  this  period 
ha  never  relinquished  the  chair  of 
philosophy. 

RECEIVES  HONORS 

At  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth 
anniversary  of  Laval,  in  1602.  His 
Holiness  Pope  Leo  XIII  appointed 
him  Apostolic  ProthonoUry.  "ad 
tnstar."  A  few  months  previously. 
Hla  Royal  Highness,  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  now  King  Oeorge  V.  on  the 
occasion  of  his  visit  to  the  Univer- 
sity, conferred  on  Mgr  Mathieu  the 
dignity  of  companion  of  the  Order 
of  St.  Michael  and  St  Oeorge.  He 
was  the  Am  Catholic  priest  to  re- 
ceive this  honor.  The  day  following 
the  celebration  of  Laval's  fiftieth 
anniversary,,  he  received  the  red 
ribbon  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  from 
the  Oovernment  of  Prance.

At  the  outset  his  brilliant  scholar- 
ship appeared  to  designate  him  Tor 
an  academic  career  and  he  was  ap- 
pointed Professor  of  Philosophy  In 
Laval  University.  During  his  early 
period  at  Laval  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon 
him.  the  first  of  the  many  educa- 
tional honors  which  he  received 

The  scholastic  year  of  1882-3  saw 
the  young  Mathieu  studying  at  the 
Canadian  College  In  Rome,  where 
he  won  two  additional  degrees,  that 
of  Doctor  of  Theology  and  Doctor 
of  the  Doctrine  of  St.  Thomas 
Aquinas.  On  hla  return  to  Quebec 
In  the  Summer  of  1883  he  resumed 
his  professional  duties  at  Laval  and 
served  as  prefect  of  studies  and 
director  of  the  Petite  Semlnaire  In 
1888  his  alma  mater  conferred  upon 
him  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts

of  Reglna.  assuming  hla  duties  In

GROWTH  OF  tMVUCB 

What  la  now  the  Archdiocese  of 
Reglna  was  formerly  part  of  the 
diocese  of  St.  Boniface.  The  prov- 
ince of  Saskatchewan,  with  which 
its  boundaries  are  largely  co-exten- 
slve.  had  experienced  remarkable 
growth,  and  the  church  needed  that 
strong  guiding  hand  and  leadership 
which  the  distinguished  scholar 
from  Laval  so  ably  supplied.  During 
his  administration  and  largely  due 
to  his  initiative,  a  dozen  new  con- 
vents for  the  education  of  Roman 
Catholic  women  opened  their  doors. 
Three  new  colleges  have  had  their 
beginning. 

When  the  Archblrhop  began  his 
labors  In  the  West,  his  diocese  waa 
ministered  by  slaty  priests.  Today 
there  are  nearly  one  hundred  and 
fifty.  Few  churches  of  his  faith  ex- 
isted outside  of  the  cities  and  larger 
towns,  but  these  grew  to  well  over 
130.  In  addition  to  which  numerous 
missions  were  established.  The 
Catholic  sisters  who  at  the  outset 
of  his  regime  numbered  sixty,  in- 
creased to  over  235.  Excellent  hos- 
pitals were  also  built  at  strategic 
points.  Oreat  as  were  the  develop- 
ments during  his  administration, 
these  were  only  part  of  the  ambi- 
tious programme  which  the  Arch- 
blahop  had  conceived  for  the  wel- 
fare of  hla  flock. 

WIDE  INFLUENCE 

The  Archbishop  was  loved  by  his 
people  with  whom  he  maintained 
the  closest  possible  contact,  while 
throughout  Saskatchewan  he  was 
held  In  the  highest  esteem  by  all 
Despite  hla  absence,  his  Influence 
also  remained  powerful  In  the  prov- 
ince of  Quebec,  and  during  the  war 
he  was  one  of  the  leaders  In  the 
movement  which  sought  to  reconcll; 
the  French -Canadian  population 
and  the  English -speaking  provinces 
which  had  become  estranged  as  a 
result  of  the  recruiting  controversy. 
Of  the  many  great  leaders  which 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church  has 
supplied  In  Canada,  few  have  com- 
bined erudition.  administrative 
ability  and  general  pastoral  effect- 
iveness to  the  degree  which  was  ap- 
parent in  the  Reglna  prelate.

RESULT  IN  ONTARIO 


There  la  always  an  element  of  uncertainty 
about  the  result  of  elections,  but  there  never  was 
any  serious  doubt  about  the  result  of  the  provin- 
cial elections  held  In  Ontario  yesterday  Premelr 
Ferguson  marshalled  his  political  forces  as  a 
unit  against  an  opposition  spilt  into  divers  fac- 
tions, every  faction  having  its  own  leader  and 
every  leader  expounding  a  different  policy.  In 
several  Instances  the  policies  of  the  various 
leaders  clashed  with  the  policies  of  the  leader 
of  the  major  opposition  faction.  Mr.  8lnclair 
Indeed,  there  were  instances  in  the  course  of  the 
campaign  In  which  the  policies  of  the  Liberal 
leader  expressed  In  one  constituency  clashed 
with  the  policies  of  the  Liberal  leader  expounded 
In  another  constituency. 

Under  the  circumstances  the  expected  hap- 
pened, because  nothing  else  could  happen.  The 
Government  of  Premier  I  erguson  has  been  con- 
firmed In  power  for  another  term  by  an  increased 
majority.  At  the  time  of  writing  ninety-three 
Conservatives  In  a  House  of  112  members  have 
been  elected.  Later  returns  will  assuredly  Increase 
that  majority.  The  victory  of  the  Conservative 
Oovernment  is.  If  anything,  too  sweeping.  There 
will  be  but  a  handful  of  Liberals  In  the  new 
Legislature,  probably  not  more  than  a  baker's 
dozen.  The  Opposition  emphasized  two  Issues. 
It  criticized  Oovernment  control  of  the  sale  of 
liquor  and  the  alleged  extravagance  and  Inef- 
ficiency of  the  Oovernment.  The  opinion  ex- 
pressed by  the  electorate  on  those  two  issues  was 
definite  and  emphatic.  Not  a  single  member  of 
the  Oovernment  was  defeated.  Mr.  Lethbrldge. 
leader  of  the  Progressive  and  Prohibition  fac- 
tions, was  defeated 

It  probably  will  be  said  that  because  only  one 
member  of  the  Dominion  Oovernment..  Hon 
Peter  Heenan,  took  a  prominent  part  in  the 
election,  that  the  result  of  the  election  is  of  no 
special  significance  from  a  Federal  point  of  view 
In  reply  it  may  be  said  that  the  result  of  the 
election  cannot  be  very  stimulating  to  the  hopes 
of  the  Dominion  Oovernment 

BEAVERRROOK'S  AMBITION 

Some  of  our  contemporaries  do  not  seem  to 
think  very  highly  of  Lord  Beaverbrook's  bold 
scheme  for  the  economic  consolidation  of  the 
British  Empire.  Others  are  giving  the  matter 
their  most  serious  consideration  and  may  have 
something  to  say  about  it  later.  To  our  mind, 
the  most  serious  objection  to  the  plan  is  the 
manner  In  which  it  is  to  be  effected. 

The  proposal  to  depose  the  present  leader  of 
the  British  Conservative  party,  a  man  whom  all 
people  respect  and  millions  of  people  love,  seems 
cold-blooded,  not  to  say  brutal.  But  the  history 
of  all  countries  proves  that  neither  friendship 
nor  sentiment  plays  a  conspicuous  part  in  poll- 
tics.  When  the  practical  politicians  of  Rome 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  ambitions  of  the 
great  Caesar  barred  the  way  to  the  full  frution 
of  their  ambitions.  Caesar  was  assassinated. 
Lord  Beaverbrook  has  voluntarily  undertaken  to 
assume  the  role  of  Brutus,  and  has  bluntly  de- 
clared that  if  no  other  suitable  leader  can  be 
found  to  take  the  place  of  Mr  Baldwin,  he  will 
ply  the  dagger  and  assume  the  Job. 

If  Mr.  Baldwin  should  be  the  victim  of  vault- 
ing political  ambitions,  he  will  not  be  the  first 
Briton  of  prominence  to  feel  the  cold  thrust  of 
the  knife  of  the  assassin.  The  excuse  for  the 
assassination  of  Caesar  was  that  the  Emperor 
must  die  that  Rome  might  live.  The  excuse  In 
the  modern  Instance  Is  that  Baldwin  must  go  In 
order  that  Beaverbrook  may  come  and  the 
Empire  be  welded  together  The  newspapers  In 
the  Old  Country  which  have  espoused  the  cause 
of  Beaverbrook  declare  In  effect  that  while  they 
have  no  particular  love  for  the  Canadian  eman- 
cipator, they  are  concerned  about  the  future  of 
the  Empire,  and  for  that  reason  the  scheme  of 
economic  consolidation  la  worthy  of  their  most 
serious  consideration. 

The  London  Morning  Post,  a  strong  and  able 
Conservative  newspaper,  has  no  particular  use 
for  Lord  Beaverbrook  as  a  person.  In  fact  the 
Beaverbrook  newspapers  and  all  newspapers 
temporarily  allied  with  the  cause  of  the  Beaver- 
brook newspapers,  have  been  at  war  for  some 
time  over  the  above  and  other  subjects.  And 
yet  the  editor  of  The  Morning  Post,  who  is 
now  In  Canada,  In  a  speech  delivered  In  the 
East  Immediately  previous  to  embarking  for 
home,  declared  that  the  subject  of  Imperial 
economic  consolidation  Is  worthy  of  and  must 
be  given  serious  consideration.  Socialism, 
which  Is  In  power  but  Is  not  dominant  in 
Britain,  may  soon  become  both  dominant  and 
powerful  unless  it  Is  summarUy  checked.  Social- 
ism can  never  be  checked  as  long  as  the  forces 
arrayed  against  It  are  divided.  Beaverbrook's 
scheme  Involves  both  political  and  economic  con- 
solidation, and,  apart  altogether  from  Its  objec- 
tionable features.  Is  considered  worthy  of  and 
will  receive  most  serious  consideration.

Immediate  and  remote  future 

The  Vancouver  aldermen  have  not  said  h..w 
much,  computed  In  dollars,  their  services  are 
worth.  Like  bold  Oliver  Twist,  who  paralyzed 
Mr  Bumble  with  the  effrontery  of  his  demands, 
they  want  more.  How  much  more  they  are  not 
willing  for  the  people  who  pay  them  to  Judge 
They  will  leave  that  to  the  Judgment  of  a  liberal- 
minded  Union  of  B.C.  Municipalities  or  an  even 
more  liberal-minded  Legislature.  Or  rather,  they 
want  the  question  opened  and  left  open,  bo  that 
they  may  fix  up  the  matter  themselves,  as  the 
only  really  competent  Judges. 

Possibly  the  enterprising  aldermen  of  Vancou- 
ver have  observed  how  such  things  are  fixed  up 
In  Victoria,  where  there  was  a  "salary  grab"  not 
so  very  long  ago,  but  long  enough  ago.  appar- 
ently, for  the  people  who  pay  the  salaries  to  for- 
get all  about  It.  One  of  the  advantages  of  our 
democratic  system  of  government,  Federal.  Pro- 
vincial and  municipal.  Is  that  the  people  who  are 
eager  to  serve  the  people  never  seem  to  think 
they  get  enough  for  their  services.  They  always 
want  more,  and  if  they  cannot  get  more  In  any 
other  way,  they  take  It. 

Public  opinion  In  Vancouver  seems  to  be 
opposed  to  increases  In  aldermanlc  indemnities; 
but  public  opinion  almost  always  takes  a  mean 
and  narrow  view  of  such  things.  The  Vancouver 
aldermen  Justify  their  demand  by  pointing  out 
that  their  duties  have  become  so  many  and  Im- 
portant that  when  aldermanlc  duties  are  done, 
there  Is  no  time  left  for  them  to  attend  to  their 
businesses  as  private  citlxens. 

In  other  words,  the  Vancouver  aldermen  want 
salaries,  not  Indemnities.  The  objection  to  the 
demands  of  the  aldermen  Is  that  If  they  are  paid 
salaries,  the  salaries  must  be  big  enough  to  main- 
nun  them  In  positions  of  Independence,  If  not 
actually  In  positions  of  affluence.  The  status  of 
the  aldermen  as  salaried  servants  of  the  people 
would  thus  become  that  of  professional  munici- 
pal politicians,  constantly  striving  and  intriguing 
and  log-rolling  "to  get  In  and  when  in  to  stay 
in"  Instead  of  serving  the  people  In  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  people.

Why  should  the  mines  of  Klrk- 
land  Lake,  for  Instance,  some  ob- 
servers asked,  pay  $60  per  horse - 
power  when  one  mine  In  a  remote 
area,  more  than  a  hundred  miles 
from  a  railway,  and  with,  for  the 
present  at  least,  a  comparatively 
small  power  demand  In  sight,  re- 
ceive the  same  vital. energy  for  half 
the  price. 

Here  is  the  difference,  so  mine 
owners  say.  between  public  and 
private  ownership:  here  is  an  ex- 
ample of  how  the  mining  Industry 
Is  taxed  to  the  limit  by  private  in- 
terests, with  government  machinery 
unable  to  cope  with  the  situation. 

Power  for  the  mines  of  Klrkland 
Lake  costs  at  the  rate  of  between 
seventy-nve  and  eighty-five  cent* 
per  ton  of  ore  taken  from  the 
ground.

The  early  history  of  Ontario 
Hydro  was  a  history  of  expropria- 
tion and  the  Ignoring  of  existing 
franchises,  but  this  policy  has  not 
worked  out  in  the  T.  N.  O.  section  of 
Northern  Ontario.  The  light  to  the 
control  of  the  power  resources 
available  to  the  mines  of  Cobalt. 
Klrkland  Lake  and  Porcupine  re- 
mains altogether  a  monopoly.  If 
the  held  were  thrown  open,  there 
are  such  companies  as  Abltlbl  with 
Urge  power  resources,  which  would 
be  glad  no  doubt  to  buUd  up  tha 
sale  of  power  as  a  neutral  branch  of 
th  paper  Industry. 

Not  only  is  the  power  monopoly 
able  to  withstand  such  efforts  for 
reduction  as  are  made  by  the  mines, 
but  it  Is  known  that  in  the  mining 
sections  the  company  has  made  de- 
termined efforts  to  place  securities 
among  the  taxpayers  and  also  car- 
ried on  the  merchandising  end  of 
the  power  industry  by  pushing 
household  services  and  appliances 
aggressively  through  v  a  r  I  o  u  a 
branches 

Nevertheless  the  mines,  with  the 
spectacle  of  what  can  be  done  in 
Patricia  before  them,  are  unlikely 
to  remain  quiescent.  The  trouble  to 
some  extent  has  been  the  lack  of  a 
united  front  on  the  part  of  the 
mines  themselves,  but  none  the  lass 
the  prices  charged  the  older  mines 
in  Ontario  on  the  basis  of  a  large 
load  are  regarded  as  a  ridiculous 
absurdity  when  compared  wtth  the 
price  charged  by  the  provtndally- 
owned  system  on  a  minimum  load.

VANCOUVER.  Oct.  30.— Decision 
to  admit  the  United  Farmers  of 
Canada.  British  Columbia  section, 
mto  the  co-operative  conference  of 
British  Columbia,  at  the  conten- 
tion now  in  progress  here,  was 
reached  only  after  a  warm  debate 
this  morning.

Mr  T.  Yamaga.  president  of  the 
Mai-,-  Ridge  Berry  Producers'  Co- 
operative asked  if  the  United 
Farmers  had  a  clause  in  their  con- 
stitution which  barred  Orientals.

'»e  continued  with  his  examination 
if  witness,  who  said  he  could  not 
recollect  whether  he  took  a  deposit 
when  he  took  defendants  order. 

"Rather  unusual?"  queried  counsel 

"Well,  he  was  a  business  man  of 
the  city.''  explained  witness. 

Witness  said  that  the  C.  &  E 
Corporation  was  registered  on  Feb- 
ruary 18.  1920.  and  the  shares  first 
■amr  Into  the  hands  of  the  firm  at 
Vancouver  late  to  May.  He  did  not 
remember  that  defendant  asked 
whether  the  firm  could  make  de- 
livery within  two  weeks,  and  he 
would  swear  that  defendant  did  not 
say  he  refused  to  buy  the  shares  un- 
less they  were  so  delivered. 

They  never,  said  witness.'  gave 
guarantees.  If  people  asked  for  a 
guarantee,  and  provided  the  request 
was  reasonable,  the  firm  would 
undertake  to  deliver  stock.  The  re- 
quest to  deliver  C.  Si  E.  stock  at 
that  time  was  unreasonable  ss  long 
as  the  firm  was  not  certain  as  to 
when  it  would  receive  Its  full  amount 
of  stock.  Purchasers  who  bought 
corporation  stock  at  that  time  were 
warned  there  was  likely  to  be  a 
delay. 

MOVES  FOR  NONSHT 
Witness  left  the  stand  and  Mr 
O'Halloran  addressed  the  court 
moving  for  a  nonsuit  on  account  of 
delay  to  delivery  of  the  certificates. 
On  the  subject  of  the  causes  of 
delay  Mr.  O'Halloran  quoted  English 
authorities,  going  as  far  back  as 
1842  In  connection  with  cases  arising 
out  of  stock  exchange  transactions. 
Authorities  were  also  quoted  from 
Privy  Council  cases  which  counsel 
considered  were  sun  liar  to  the 
present  case. 

Defendant,  he  contended,  could 
not  be  bound  by  any  delay  whleh 
was  not  thoroughly  established  by 
plaintiff  On  the  question  of  notify- 
ing the  purchaser  after  the  shares 
had  been  bought,  counsel  said  that 
the  cases  he  had  found  held  that 
tender  or  the  certificates  should  be 
made  on  the  day  the  transaction 
was  entered  Into.  In  this  case  the 
actual  shares  were  not  presented  In 
the  evidence,  they  were  not  men- 
Uoned  in  the  plaintiffs  affidavit, 
and  there  was  nothing  before  the 
court  showing  that  the  plaintiff  was 
In  a  postUon  to  deliver  the  shares. 

The  court  felt  that  with  regsrd 
to  the  authorities  about  "time"  there 
existed  s  case  to  answer,  and  Stan- 
ley Robinson  defendant,  went  Into 
the  witness  box. 

Witness  testified  that  some  time 
to  May  he  was  In  the  office  of  R. 
P.  Clark  Sr.  Company  and  there  hsd 
been  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Eraser 
as  to  the  price  of  C.  6*  E.  stock. 
He  was  told  that  the  price  was  $12 
and  he  informed  Mr.  Eraser  that 
he  might  buy  twenty-five  or  fifty 
•hares,  and  that  If  so  he  wanted 
the  stock  delivered.  Mr  Eraser  told 
him  they  hsd  fifty -five  shares,  and 
witness  asked  when  he  could  get 
delivery.  Being  told  the*  this  would 
be  in  ten  or  fourteen  days,  witness 
|  said  J»  Informed  Mr.  Eraser  th-t 
If  the  latter  would  deliver  within 
that  time  he  would  take  the  shares 
and  pay  for  them  on  delivery. 

Mr  Eraser  said  witness,  assured 
him  that  the  stock  was  the  firms 
own  stock  and  that  he  could  deliver 
It  Mr.  Eraser  then  made  out  a 
form,  but  bsfore  doing  so  asked  wit- 
ness whether  he  could  pay  a  deposit 
Witness  said  he  could  not  do  so 
until  the  certificates  were  produced, 
and  he  was  told  the  firm  would  let 
him  know  by  mall  when  the  certifi- 
cate* could  be  delivered.  He  In- 
quired as  to  whether  there  wa*  any 
brokerage  or  any  other  charges,  and 
was  told,  said  witness,  there  would 
not  be

Noi  Be  Granted  to  Settles? 
Not  Well  Qualified 

VO  USE  BRINGING 
WRONG  SETTLERS 


By  C  D  ROBERTSON 
When  a  man  crosses  the  River 
Styx  he  may  become  an  angel- 
fallen  or  exalted,  as  the  case  may 
be:  but  a  trip  across  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  doesn't  change  a  man's  char- 
acter or  disposition— "not  so  you'd 
notice  It!" 

A  failure  to  realize  this  lncuntro- 
vertlble  fact  has  made,  and  Is 
making,  quite  a  lot" of  trouble  tor 
Canada,  as  Mr.  Hoadley  sees  It — In* 
Hon  Oeorge  Hoadley.  Minister  of 
Agriculture  and  Health  in  the  Al- 
berta cabinet 

"Transporting  people  from  Oreat 
Britain  or  anywhere  else,  to  Can- 
ada." said  Mr  Hoadley.  "doesn't 
change  their  inherent  qualities  In 
any  decree,  and  the  basis  of  success 
Is  tlie  same  here  as  anywhere  else 

but  can  you  make  people  believe 
that?  No!  The  great  Impression 
MtUM  to  be  that  leas  oourag> 
stamina.  leas  ambition  and  sense  of 
responsibility  Is  necessary  for  Mfc* 
cess  In  Canada  than*  In  the  old 
lands  It  la  utterly  absurd!  Intel- 
ligence and  courage  and  industry- 
good,  loyal  qualities  of  citizenship, 
generally  -are  needed  for  nice  ess  in 
Canada  Just  as  they  are  needed 
anvwhere  on  earth." 

The   writer   asked   Mr.  Hoadley 
"What  has  opened  your  eyes  to  this 
truth?    It  seems  that  In  the  past 
Canada  has  either  failed  to  see  It 
or  has  disregarded  It  " 

Mr  Hoadley  answered  with  a  sad 
shake  of  the  head  and  a  rather  wan 
smile  •  He  was  being  interviewed  In 
the  hospital  in  Edmonton,  having 
Just  had  his  tonsils  removed  I  "We 
have  brought  hare,  and  have  ti- 
nanr  ally  assisted  In  coming,  and  In 
establishing  themselves,  so  many 
who  have  not  been  successful  In 
their  own  lands.  We  have  brought 
them  In  by  tens  of  thousands,  and 
there  has  been  general  surprise  that 
many  of  them  have  proven  them- 
selves Incapable  of  lndostrtous  c in 
?enshlp."  <The  cabinet  minister 
swallowed  painfully,  took  a  drink  of 
water,  and  proceeded.)  "There  la 
something  Idiotic  about  our  amaze- 
ment and  disappointment  that  cross- 
ing the  ocean  has  not  worked  a  mir- 
acle, bestowing  upon  those  people 
clearer  brains,  greater  ambition, 
capacity  for  work,  love  of  the  land, 
and  a  spontaneously-generated  per- 
ception of  good  clUsenship." 

Then  he  came  to  the  point  mof 
near  and  dear  to  the  heart  of  Al- 
berta/a Minister  of  Agriculture  He 
went  on:  "We  have  made  mistake* 
in  our  Immigration  policy  which  we 
must  not  repeat  In  the  colonization 
or  the  last  great  pioneering  land  of 
ours — the  Peace  River  country. 
Everything  Is  being  done  winch  is 
I  possible,  to  co-operate  with  those 
settlers  now  In  the  country,  and  to 
prepare  the  way  foe  others  to  come. 
A  great  survey  of  the  land  Is  being 
made.  Samples  of  the  soil  In  each 
small  area  are  being  inspected:  Its 
depth  and  general  quality  recorded, 
and  the  extent  of  that  particular 
soil  belt  is  noted.  It  is  becoming 
known,  through  the  work  of  survey- 
ors who  cover  every  township  in  the 
country7  Just  what  land  Is  most 
suitable  for  wheat  crops,  artd  every- 
thing that  can  reasonably  be  known 
about  conditions— soli,  climatic,  etc 
—for  production. 

REAL  PIONEERS  NEEDED 

"We  are  doing  our  part,  and  It  Is 
only  reasonable  that  we  should  hold 
that  great  land  as  something  pre- 
cious— a  priceless  thing  not  to  be 
thrown  away  upon  those  who  will 
not  realize  Its  value,  and  love  It  with 
that  love  of  the  land  which  must  be 
a  part  of  the  successful  farmer's 
very  religion.  Those  who  settle 
there  must  be  a  high  order  or 
pioneering  people,  and  they  must  be 
slowly  and  sanely  fed  Into  the  land 

"We  must  look  upon  this  Peace 
River  Country — so  beautiful,  so  fer- 
tile, so  teeming  with  rich  oppor-

electric  bulb,  operated  by  special 
three-way  switch  This  does  away 
with  the  confusion  caused  by  the 
waving  of  hands  and  arms. 

The  direction  indicator  la  readily 
controlled  by  the  driver  wlLhout  in- 
terfering with  the  use  of  both  hands 
for  operating  his  car. 

While  this  new  Invention  appears 
Co  be  very  effective.  It  Is  understood 
that  the  cost  of  manufacture  is 
•mall,  thus  making  It  an  attractive 
commercial  propoattlon  as  well  as 
something  that  bids  fair  to  be  a 
great  boon  In  reducing 
accidents.

NE  of  the  most  unusual  operations  known  to  animal  surgery  was 
successfully  carried  out  by  a  veterinsry  surgeon  in  Toronto  when 
he  removed  a  needle  from  the  windpipe  of  the  German  shepherd  dog 
shown  in  the  photograph  here.  The  operation,  which  required  about 
one  hour  and  a  half,  saved  the  dog  s  life.  Had  the  needle  got  into  the 
lung  death  would  have  followed  within  a  very  short  time.  The  dog 
was  given  in  ansesthetic  and  the  throat  was  then  dilated  by  meant  of 
a  long  forklike  instrument,  which  permitted  access  to  the  windpipe 
The  needle,  as  removed,  show^i  in  top  photograph.  Just  how  the  needle 
ot  into  the  windpipe  is  unknown  to  the  owner,  J.  L.  Evcnden.  Dr. 
H  Black,  the  veterinary,  declared  it  was  unusual  for  a  dog  to 
swallow  anything  of  a  dangerous  nature.  The  dog  was  seized  with  an 
attack  of  coughing  some  six  hours  before  he  was  removed  to  the 
infirmary.  An  X-ray  examination  revealed  the  cause  of  the  trouble 
The  operation  was  a  complete  succeas  and  the  dog  has  completely 

recovered.

DANGERS  OF  RMEt  MATISM 

(Continued) 

There  must  slwsys  be  lnWlnal 
poisoning  before  rheumstlsm  can 
develop.  This  Is  true,  both  In  acute 
rheumatic  fever  and  In  the  chronic 
forms  of  rheumatism  known  as 
rheumatoid  arthritis,  arthritis  de- 
formans, and  articular  rheumatism. 

In  acute  rheumatic  fever  the 
trouble  apparently  starts  suddenly, 
due  to  over-exercise  or  over-expos- 
ure In  bad  weather.  Sometimes  the 
•tart  Is  with  acute  tonsillitis.  It  Is 
well,  however,  to  remember  that  a 
chronic  toxic  condition  must  have 
existed  prior  to  the  acute  attack, 
and  that  these  irritating  cause*  only 
contrbute  their  shares  in  precipi- 
tating an  acute  crisis. 

Whatever  produces  Intestinal 
poisoning  Is  the  thing  that  lays  the 
soli  for  the  development  of  any  form 
of  rheumatism.  Most  cases  of  acute 
rheumatic  rever  recover  within  a 
few  wtoks,  but  the  patients  sre  often 
left  with  bad  heart  delect*  due  to 
the  long -continued  fever,  and  the 
effect  of  the  Irritating  toxins  In  the 
blood  stream  which  must  pass 
through  the  different  parts  of  the 
heart. 

There  Is  danger  of  a  peculiar 
thickening  in  the  wall  of  the  left 
auricle  of  the  heart,  aud  the  valves 
are  also  frequently  distorted  from 
the  rheumatic  Inflammation. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  danger  from 
rheumatic  fever  Is  from  the  effect 
of  remedies  which  are  often  used 
When  cases  sre  handled  properly, 
either  in  childhood  and  during  adult 
life,  there  should  be  no  bad  after- 
effects,   and    In    the  hundreds  of 


oases  which  I  have  observed,  which 
were  treated  with  simple  methods 
without  medicinal  preparations,  the 
patients  have  completely  recovered 
without  any  disastrous  after-effects. 

No  matter  what  seems  to  cause 
the  acute  attack  of  rheumatism.  It 
Is  always  well  to  put  the  patient  to 
bed  between  woolen  blankets,  snd 
in  thl*  way  induce  the  feverish  pa- 
tient to  produce  a  copious  sweating. 
Sometimes  It  Is  advisable  to  put  a 
hot  water  bottle  at  the  patient *■ 
feet  or  to  give  him  a  hot  tub  bath 
before  getting  between  the  woolen 
blankets.  Of  course,  It  l*  always  a 
good  plsn  to  clean  out  the  patient's 
bowels  completely  before  starting 
the  sweating.  This  can  be  done  with 
enema*  or  with  strong  laxatives, 
-uch  as  castor  olL  After  the  patient 
does  get  between  the  woolen  blan- 
kets, he  should  be  taken  care  of  so 
he  will  continue  to  sweat  day  and 
night  until  the  fever  haa  entirely 
disappeared  for  at  least  twenty-four 
hours.  No  food  of  sny  kind  should 
be  used  during  this  time  except 
possibly  a  small  amount  of  fruit 
Juice,  together  with  large  quantities 
of  water.  No  other  remedies  are 
necessary  or  advisable 

The  patient  may  become  very 
weak  during  this  trestment.  but 
the  rheumatism  will  be  gone,  and 
there  will  be  no  bad  effects  after- 
wards
